iwo jailed for 
MRI scanner 
cable theft 

TWO men, including one from Oswestry, 
who nearly put Shropshire’s new £1.3 mil¬ 
lion mobile MRI scanner permanently out of 
action by cutting the power cable were jailed 
yesterday (Wednesday). 

Staff worked overtime to see patients 
after the 15m of cable was stolen on May 12, 
but nine scans had to be rearranged, 
Shrewsbury Crown Court heard. 

Judge Peter Barrie told Ricky Filmer and 
Eric Bennett: “It was only by good fortune 
the power was restored - if it hadn’t the 
machine might have been destroyed. 

“All for the sake of few quid you might 
have got from a dodgy scrap dealer.” 

Filmer, Bennett and a 17-year-old boy 
who cannot be named for legal reasons, all 
had earlier admitted theft. 

Filmer, 23, of New Park Road, Shrewsbury, 
was sentenced to 16 months and Bennett, 24, 
of Lime Grove, Oswestry, to 15 months. The 
youth will be sentenced tomorrow. 

Mr Kevin Jones, prosecuting, said the 
theft was discovered when police found the 
cable in Bennett’s car. 

Mr Mike Sherwood-Smith, for Bennett, 
said his client would not have got involved if 
he had known what the scanner was used 
for and Mr Nicholas Smith, for Filmer, said 
the young father regretted deeply that he 
had let himself and society down. 


complaint to the ombudsman over concerns 
about how Shropshire councillors approved 
plans two years ago to build a supermarket, 
cinema and other development at the town’s 
Smithfield livestock site. 

But ombudsman investigator Neil 
Mackay said, apart from two minor issues, 
the decision was taken properly by the coun¬ 
cillors. 

The Oswestry Coalition then wrote to the 
ombudsman last week outlining points 
about the way Mr Mackay conducted his 
inquiry. 

Review 

The ombudsman carried out a review into 
Mr Mackay’s investigation and has now told 
the Oswestry Coalition his initial findings 
will stand. 

Assistant ombudsman Sharon Chappell 
says in a letter to the coalition: “I appreciate 
this response will be a further disappoint¬ 
ment to you but my conclusion is that the 
decision on your complaint, confirmed in Mr 
Mackay’s letter of August 30, should not be 
changed and your file will remain closed. 

“This is my final consideration of your 
complaint and I regret I will be unable to 
respond to or acknowledge any further cor¬ 
respondence on this matter. 

“Your complaint has now been reviewed 
in accordance with our procedures and 
there is no provision for any further review. 

“The only exception to this would be if 
any new information becomes available 
which has not previously been brought to 
our attention.” 

Charles Green from the Oswestry Coali¬ 
tion said the group had not written to the 
ombudsman expecting a review. 

He said: “The Oswestry Coalition 
accepted that the ombudsman’s/Mr 
Mackay’s decision was final and unyielding. 

“Our letter was merely summarising the 
gist of that decision, and recording its logical 
consequences, which remain the case.”

Traders in 
court for 
selling 
fake goods 

TRADERS selling counter¬ 
feit goods have been warned 
they face legal action after a 
Guilsfield man pleaded 
guilty to selling fake football 
shirts on eBay. 

Robert Jenkins, 23, of 
Gaer Fawr, a well known 
local football referee, was 
prosecuted for selling 700 
items with Michael Crad¬ 
dock, 28, of Wolverhampton. 

The items included fake 
Manchester United and 
Manchester City shirts, and 
other replica clothing from 
brands like Ralph Lauren. 

The pair’s scam ended 
when Powys Trading Stan¬ 
dards purchased their fake 
items through eBay which 
were deemed counterfeit by 
the brand holders. Two 
premises in Hereford were 
raided when about 300 fake 
goods worth about £22,000 
were seized, including fake 
Microsoft software. 

Jenkins admitted seven 
charges under the Trade 
Marks Act 1994 and Crad¬ 
dock admitted eight. They 
were sentenced at Llan¬ 
drindod Wells Magistrates 
Court, to 12-month commu¬ 
nity orders, were ordered to 
do 250 hours unpaid work 
and pay £1,925 costs. 

Clive Jones, Powys 
County Council’s principal 
trading standards officer, 
said: “We will stamp these 
practises out through educa¬ 
tion and enforcement and 
call on residents to inform 
on these types of sellers.”

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Car seats 
checked 
at special 
free event 

RESIDENTS in the Welsh¬ 
pool area who use a child car 
seat have the opportunity to 
get them checked out next 
month for free. 

Powys County Council 
road safety unit is holding a 
car seat check day in Welsh¬ 
pool on October 3 at the 
town’s new Tesco store. 

In the past year, the unit 
checked 329 car seats in 
Powys and discovered 69 per 
cent were incorrectly fitted. 

The vast majority of faults 
found included wrong seat- 
belt routing, twisted belts or 
loose seats, which may con¬ 
tribute to serious injuries in 
the event of a crash. 

Councillor Barry Thomas, 
cabinet member responsible 
for road safety, said: “I 
would encourage anyone 
who uses a child car seat to 
make use of check days. 

“These checks will not 
cost anything and could ulti¬ 
mately save a child’s life.” 

Sarah Morris, the coun¬ 
cil’s senior road safety offi¬ 
cer, said: “Every year around 
100,000 children in the UK 
are involved in collisions and 
the fitting of their seat can 
have an impact on whether 
or not they are injured. 

“Our officers are trained 
to show parents or carers 
how to fit the seat correctly.” 

Dish washer on 
fire in kitchen 

FIREFIGHTERS were 
called to a home in a village 
near Oswestry after a dish¬ 
washer caught fire. 

The appliance was in the 
first floor kitchen of the 
home in Top Street, Whit¬ 
tington. 

Two engines arrived from 
Oswestry and one from 
Ellesmere at about 2.50pm 
on Sunday. 

Crew used breathing 
apparatus, a hose reel jet 
and a dry powder extin¬ 
guisher.

Meeting over 
wind farms to 
air on internet 

THREE large wind farm applications will be 
discussed by Powys County Council on 
Tuesday before a formal response is given by 
the council’s cabinet. 

A special meeting will be held at County 
Hall, Llandrindod Wells, to debate wind 
farm applications for Llaithdu, Llandinam 
and Llanbrynmair, with proceedings 
screened on the internet. 

All three applications are for develop¬ 
ments exceeding 50mgw and will be deter¬ 
mined by the Department of Energy and 
Climate Change with the county council a 
statutory consultee. 

The full county council will debate the 
applications, with a meeting starting at an 
earlier than usual time of 9.30am, followed 
by a meeting of the cabinet at 2.30pm to pro¬ 
vide a formal response. 

Executive leader of council Councillor 
David Jones said: “Wind farm applications 
are of considerable concern to the people of 
Powys and we are anticipating huge interest 
in next Tuesday’s deliberations. 

“To allow as many people to see and hear 
the debate the county council is again broad¬ 
casting proceedings live on the internet. 

“We are also expecting a number of resi¬ 
dents to attend County Hall and are doing 
all that we can to accommodate as many peo¬ 
ple as possible but space is limited. 

“Access to County Hall will be by ticket 
only, with approximately 100 people accom¬ 
modated on a first come, first served basis 
from 8.30am on the day of the meeting.” 

The webcast will be accessible by clicking 
on a link from the county council’s website. 


His van was one of two vehicles to be 
attacked in the College Road area of the 
town at the weekend. 

Mr Sutton’s 313 Sprinter van, parked in 
Hazel Grove, and another in nearby Lime 
Grove, fell victim to the thieves on Saturday 
night/Sunday morning. 

“The van was parked outside the house 
yet I heard nothing. I didn’t realise any¬ 
thing was amiss until I got in it to drive on 
Sunday lunchtime. It was making an hor¬ 
rendous noise so I took it to mechanics in 
Oswestry. 

“They told me I had lost the entire sys¬ 
tem.” 

“Apparently thieves are able to sell the 
metals within the converter for cash,” he 
said. 

Spate 

Mr Sutton now faces stumping up for the 
new system or face massively increased 
insurance premiums. 

“I have been told it will cost about £3,000 
to replace and I have also lost two days 
worth of work,” he said. 

“I want to warn other van owners or driv¬ 
ers to be extra vigilant as there are thieves 
about.” 

Maria Wilkinson from West Mercia police 
said: “Exhaust systems and catalytic con¬ 
verters were stolen from vans in Hazel 
Grove and Lime Grove between Saturday 
and Sunday. 

“We had a spate of such thefts some years 
ago when thieves were selling the precious 
metals in the converters for their scrap 
value.” 

Earlier this year West Mercia police 
launched a campaign to link up with scrap 
yards in Shropshire. Operation Livewire 
say police ad scrap dealers join forces to 
combat metal theft.

One-stop shop 
attown library 

OSWESTRY library has become the home 
of a one-stop shop for services as Shropshire 
Council begins its trial for the controversial 
initiative. 

The new community hub opened on Fri¬ 
day, with some council services moving from 
their old base in Castle View in the town. 

Shropshire Councillor Martin Bennett 
said he has already received feedback from 
the scheme.

Council officials say the scheme will be 
closely monitored and a designated group 
will be set up to keep an eye on the situation. 

This change also means the library will 
now open on a Thursday. 


had been a lack of consultation over the pro¬ 
posed route.

National Grid had originally said the 
northern route of the 400,000 volt electricity 
line it wants to erect between a planned sub¬ 
station in Cefn Coch, near Oswestry, and the 
north to south line that runs through Shrop¬ 
shire, should go through the Meifod Valley. 

But it has announced that instead, the 
route might now climb north through 
Bwlch-y-cibau and Peniarth in Powys. 

The locally-organised protest group, 
BRAWD - brother in Welsh - organised the 
letter writing evening at the pub so people 
could voice any concerns. 

Chairman, Dave Ward, said there had 
been a steady stream of people turning up 
and writing letters and filling in the 
National Grid response forms. 

“Letters have been written to Powys 
County Council, our MP and our Assembly 
Member,” he said. 

“Many letter writers object to the lack of 
consultation over the route and also to the 
inefficiency of the wind farms that, if built, 
will lead to the need for the pylons. 

“Without the wind farms there will be no 
need for the pylons.” 

He said last night’s event was also an 
opportunity for residents to get together and 
share their ideas. 

He added: The more people who write let¬ 
ters the more powerful our voice will be.”

Wildlife work is proof of 
volunteering's true value

THE Big Society. One of the cor¬ 
nerstones of the Conservative 
general election campaign of 
2010. 

David Cameron’s great plan to empower 
communities of people whose talent and ini¬ 
tiative had previously been wasted by an 
over-centralised government. 

A particular emphasis was placed on fos¬ 
tering a greater culture of volunteerism, 
something that the Shropshire Wildlife 
Trust knows only too much about. With over 
400 volunteers providing over 2,200 days of 
work a year, philanthropy is playing its part 
at every level of the county’s leading envi¬ 
ronmental charity. 

An afternoon spent at a volunteer-led but¬ 
terfly survey in Whitchurch with the Shrop¬ 
shire Wildlife Trust gave me a taste of the 
atmosphere of local volunteering initiatives 
in Shropshire and the longevity of ‘people 
power’. 

Enthusiasm 


Upon joining the group at Whitchurch 
Waterway Country Park, the air was filled 
with shouts of different plant and animal 
species being duly recorded by volunteer 
Peter McKeon. Malcolm Monie, chairman of 
the Whitchurch branch of the Shropshire 
Wildlife Trust, greeted me with enthusiasm 
and seemed only too pleased to tell me all I 
wanted to know. These impressions held 
true throughout the afternoon; the sheer 
volume of knowledge and the enthusiasm 
and enjoyment of all the volunteers was con¬ 
sistent and endearing. 

The butterfly survey is carried out once a 
month and has been running for four years. 
Each walk attracts on average 6-10 volun¬ 
teers, all wildlife enthusiasts looking for a 
chance to spend time with like-minded peo¬ 
ple and make a difference in the wildlife 
community. Butterflies in Shropshire are on 
the decline and these surveys help to map 
trends and highlight necessary improve-

ments to be carried out on the nature 
reserve. 

And the walk was in no way restricted to 
just butterflies. As well as recording the 
flowering plant species (which are the but¬ 
terflies’ food source) the volunteers were 
pointing out everything from water vole 
habitats, rabbit holes and bird boxes to 
fungi and frogs. The sheer diversity of the 
site was neatly put by Peter: “It’s a small 
reserve but there’s a lot in it.” 

On the walk was Sara Pearce, a volunteer 
who has taken on a year-long trainee place¬ 
ment with the Trust. 

She said: “Over the last year I have been 
doing everything from botany surveys to 
habitat management. I decided to do it for a 
career change and it has been absolutely 
brilliant.” 

Alongside the enjoyment of the Shrop¬ 
shire Wildlife Trust volunteers, important 


work is being done. One of the most high 
profile projects is the badger vaccination 
scheme being introduced at Melverley 
nature reserve this autumn, in efforts to 
tackle bovine tuberculosis as an alternative 
to government proposals for badger culling. 

Controlled shooting trials by the govern¬ 
ment are not thought to produce scientific 
evidence of its effectiveness as a method in 
controlling bTB, but could lead to a culling 
policy being rolled out across the country 
next year. Shropshire Wildlife Trust is urg¬ 
ing the government to focus resources on 
developing the deployment of a vaccination 
rather than a cull. This is an example of peo¬ 
ple power at its finest. 

Although described as idealistic and over¬ 
shadowed by criticisms of being another 
cover for cuts, the principles of the Big Soci¬ 
ety, to appreciate and encourage the work 
being done by volunteers across the UK who 


gain so much through giving, should not be 
forgotten. 

The value that volunteering adds to the 
economy is in excess of £21 billion. Yet vol¬ 
untary organisations have expressed con¬ 
cern as to how they will cope with more 
responsibility given the effects of govern¬ 
ment cuts. Managing and supervising vol¬ 
unteers properly requires the work of full 
time staff. 

The nation is currently in the midst of a 
Cabinet reshuffle where Cameron hopes to 
reinvigorate Britain by injecting new 
energy and ideas into government. The val¬ 
ues that he came to power with two years 
ago should be in the forefront of his mind 
now more than ever. The spirit of commu¬ 
nity is clearly alive and kicking on the 
Shropshire wildlife scene and it was a 
refreshing afternoon that restored some of 
my faith in humanity. Long may it continue.

HOW DO WE GET PROBATE IF GRANDFATHER HASN’T LEFT A WILL? 


Q: My grandfather always refused to discuss his financial arrangements with any of the family. We don’t know whether he has made a Will. If he hasn’t, do we need to apply 
for Probate and how do we go about it? 

A: In some cases a Grant of Probate or Letters of Administration will be required in order to deal with the estate of a person who has died that includes a property, certain 
insurance policies, stocks, shares or savings over £5,000. 

The Grant of Probate or Letters of Administration are issued by the Probate Registry and provide the executor or administrator with evidence to banks, building societies and 
other organisations that they have the authority to deal with the estate. If Inheritance Tax is due on the estate, some or all of this must be paid before a Grant can be issued. 

If the person who died owned an asset jointly with someone else, that asset may pass automatically to the surviving owner and Grant may not be needed. 

A solicitor could advise which assets would pass automatically to the survivor. 

If the person who has died made a Will, the executors appointed in the Will may apply for a Grant of Probate to deal with the estate. 

When a person dies intestate (without making a Will), an application for a Grant of Letters of Administration will be needed to appoint an administrator who will then have the 
legal authority to deal with the estate. The administrator will usually be a relative of the person who has died although it is determined by order of priority. A solicitor could 
advise you regarding who may apply. 

When a person dies intestate, their estate must be distributed in accordance with the Intestacy Rules. A solicitor will be able to ac 
you regarding these rules.

BOSSES at a Mid Wales housing 
association have launched a 
campaign in a bid to cut the num¬ 
ber of deaths caused by carbon 
monoxide poisoning. 

Mid Wales Housing Association, which 
has homes in Welshpool and Newtown, said 
it was urging residents to always check gas 
appliances to ensure they are switched off. 

The company said it has also started using 
Worcester Bosch boilers because of their 
‘increased reliability’. 

Badly fitted and poorly serviced appli¬ 
ances can cause gas leaks, fires, explosions 
as well as carbon monoxide poisoning. Using 
an illegal gas fitter can put lives at risk, only 
a Gas Safe registered engineer should carry 
out gas work 

Awareness 

Alwena Richards at Mid Wales Housing 
Association said the company would be 
speaking to residents in a bid to help them 
learn more about the poisoning. 

She said: “Every year thousands of people 
across the UK are diagnosed with carbon 
monoxide (CO) poisoning, which can be 
caused by unsafe central heating systems, 
gas cookers or gas fires. 

“Gas Safety Week, which took place last 
week aimed to raise awareness of gas safety 
and the importance of taking care of your 
gas appliances. Mid Wales Housing Associa¬ 
tion is committed to ensuring that tenants 
are well informed and are fitted with effi¬ 
cient and reliable boilers.” 

Using an illegal gas fitter can end up cost¬ 
ing you thousands of pounds. Worst of all, it 
could put the lives of you, and your loved 
ones in danger.

Councillors from Selattyn and Gobowen Parish Council said it was only appropriate that 
Councillor Reg Bowyer, who has served as a councillor for an incredible 53 years, was 
invited to unveil the new plaque since his name is at the top of the list. 

Mr Bowyer was the council’s first chairman when it came into being in 1967 and is the 
only remaining member of that inaugural parish council.

Castle shows 
off Pedigree 

CHIRK Castle has a new item on display for 
the first time, National Trust bosses 
revealed today. 

The Myddelton Pedigree or family tree 
dating back to 1660 traces the family’s 
ancestry from the late 17th century back 
through the lines of Welsh Princes, Kings 
and ancient British rulers. 

Fully unrolled it is 35 foot long and is 
made from 19 sheets of hand made paper, 
covered in brightly coloured coats of arms 
with graphite, water colour, iron gall inks, 
gold and silver decorations. 

The pedigree is thought to have been 
made to commemorate Sir Thomas Myddel¬ 
ton III being made a Baronet in 1660. It cel¬ 
ebrates the Welsh blood lines of English and 
British Kings such as Cadwaladr and Henry 
Tudor. Carolyn Latham, house and visitor 
services manager for the National Trust- 
run castle, said: “It seems to have had cor¬ 
rections made and additional annotations 
added at later dates.” 


The long-serving councillor, who turned 
92 last month, said: “I was the first chair¬ 
man when the parish council was formed. 

“My name appears first on the list so it is 
a great honour to be able to unveil the roll of 
honour. 

“I was a member of Whittington Parish 
Council before that because Gobowen did 
not have its own parish council. 

“It was eventually agreed that Gobowen 
should have its council and we joined up 
with Selattyn. 

Ceremony 

“I am the only surviving member of that 
first council - it has been a long time.” 

Parish clerk Penny O’Hagan said the new 
plaque, which was unveiled at a ceremony 
on Wednesday at Gobowen’s Pavilion, had 
been made after councillors felt it was time 
to recognise those who had served as chair¬ 
man and chairwoman. 

She said: “There was one before but it was 
full up so we decided to update it. 

“The roll of honour recognises the past 
chairs and the new plaque also has space for 
more names. 

“We thought it was only right to ask Reg 
to do the honours. 

“His service is incredible and of course he 
was the first ever chairman. It is fantastic to 
still have him around to unveil the roll. 

“His attendance record is exemplary and 
his comments and also well considered and 
knowledgeable. ”

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Eyesight 
concerns 
for third 
of drivers 

ONE in three drivers in 
Wales could be breaking the 
law and putting themselves 
and others at danger by driv¬ 
ing with poor eyesight, new 
statistics have revealed. 

The results were gathered 
by the Specsavers Drive Safe 
campaign team in conjunc¬ 
tion with road safety charity 
Brake at events throughout 
the summer. 

Motorists were surveyed 
and tested using Specsavers’ 
specialist vision screening 
equipment, with results also 
highlighting many Welsh 
road-users are not comply¬ 
ing with the recommenda¬ 
tion to have an eye test every 
two years. 

More than half (51 per 
cent) of those surveyed said 
that they had not had a sight 
test in the last two years, 
meaning any changes in 
their sight may have gone 
undetected. 

Although 18 per cent of 
drivers said that they had 
never had a sight test, 84 per 
cent said that they would 
consider more regular sight 
tests if it affected their 
insurance premiums. 

Legal guidelines for driv¬ 
ers state that driving with 
uncorrected, defective 
vision is an offence and car¬ 
ries a fine of up to £1,000, 
three penalty points or pos¬ 
sible disqualification. 

Drivers must be able to 
read a number plate in day¬ 
light from a distance of 20 
metres.

Denbighshire Countryside staff will 
be on hand as well. A modern marquee 
will have fun children’s activities and 
information about the local area, and 
there will be walks up to the castle from 
the area know as The Pancake at noon, 
2pm and 4pm to find out about the his¬ 
tory of the castle itself and to look at 


the work that has gone on at the site. 

“The best way to see the re-enactors 
is to park in Llangollen and walk up 
from the town, the way will have extra 
signage for the weekend to help you get 
there,” she added.

Plea to help catch town 
arsonists before lives lost 


INFORMATION from the public is 
‘absolute key’ to finding who is responsible 
for arson attacks in Oswestry, a councillor 
has said. 

Councillor Vince Hunt warned that lives 
could be lost if the arson attacks continued. 

The councillor and Inspector Rik Klair, 
who is in charge of policing in Oswestry, put 
together an action plan last month to 
address the fire-starting after a series of 
blazes in the Castlefields area. 

But the councillor has made another 
appeal for help from the public after a brick 
outbuilding was damaged when a sofa was 
set on fire in Swan Lane on September 4. 

The blaze, which was spotted at about 
12.30am, damaged the door and a length of 


guttering above the building. Firefighters 
were called to put it out and police said it 
was believed the fire was started deliber¬ 
ately. 

Councillor Hunt said: “It is obviously a 
huge concern when an arson attack is 
reported wherever it is in Oswestry. 

“Anyone setting a fire runs the risk of 
actually taking somebody’s life. I would 
urge anyone who knows anything to tell the 
police.” 

Various initiatives were agreed during the 
talks last month with the police after the 
spate of fires at Castlefields. 

They included police stepping up patrols 
in the area and officers reporting any poten¬ 
tial fire hazards to the council.

The letter, sent from EuroMillions Commonwealth of Nations Online Lottery, came with 
a form requesting bank and personal details. 

Mrs Evans said: “It looks very official. I had to check it a couple of times before I realised

This is clearly a 
scam and anyone receiving such a letter 
should treat it with the caution it deserves. 

“Under no circumstances should anyone 
give out their bank details in this way. And 
if you have lost money, contact the police.”

AN OSWESTRY pharmacist 
has urged people to get 
advice on their weight and 
lifestyle in a bid to avoid 
becoming diabetic.

Debbie's dramatic decision 
to teach young performers 


SHE USED to work in administration until she changed her entire life 
by upping sticks and moving to Shropshire. 

Debbie Glenn used to work for the bank and then the NHS until 11 years ago she decided 
to move from her home county of Bedfordshire to the Oswestry area. 

The move saw her finding opportunity to start a franchise of Stagecoach which offers 
dance, drama and singing classes to youngsters in both Oswestry and Shrewsbury. 

The 53 year-old lives in Rhydycroesau and has always had a passion with the theatre. In 


fact her first debut of treading the boards was 
Wait Until Dark in Luton. 

Her passion was a mystery to her family 
who were not as enthusiastic as she was, but 
they were still supportive. 

“I have been involved in theatre since I 
was a child,” she said. “I was involved in all 
aspects of theatre from management to per¬ 
forming. Performing was a passion of mine. ” 

Born and educated in Bedfordshire she 
did not automatically start working in the 
starry world of performance art. She instead 
worked in a bank and then in administra¬ 
tion. 

Then one day, 11 years ago, she moved to 
the Oswestry area and this was a decision 
that changed her life. 

In 2001 she became principal of Stage¬ 
coach in Shrewsbury in 2001. Five years 
later she created a branch in Oswestry. 

“I started Stagecoach with six youngsters 
and we have probably have about 120 young 
people in the different classes we offer 
today. I run it myself and we have a team of 
brilliant teachers.” 

She said that starting the franchise 
wasn’t as scary as it should have been. 

“If I had come from a business back¬ 
ground I would have been very scared,” she 
said. “But because I come from working in 
the NHS I was unaware of the risks 
involved. I went in with eyes shut which was 
good.” 

But her eyes have not been shut to the 
benefits the theatre classes have given stu¬ 
dents. 


when she was just 11, in a performance called 



She said: “It is a focus to build children’s 
confidence. It gives an all rounded educa¬ 
tion and a confidence to mix with others and 
be part of a team.” 

Debbie said a highlight of her life with 
Stagecoach includes the time she works on 
the OD Project in Oswestry. This saw the 
whole community invited to produce a 
Shakespeare play, The Tempest, which was 
performed in the town and then in Cardiff. 

She said it was great to see young and old 
working together side by side in the theatre 
environment. 

As well as being the principle of Stage¬ 
coach Debbie is also a member of the 
Attfield Theatre and has worked with the 
Big Cigar Productions and Rhydycroesau 
pantomime. It seems theatre is her life and 
she is out all day and most nights pursuing 
her passion. 

“I never thought I would have become the 
principle of Stagecoach,” she said. 

“Sometimes you have to have a change in 
life to inspire have to do something. It is not 
so difficult.”

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Police set 
to double 
number 
of PCSOs 

MORE than 70 new commu¬ 
nity support officers will be 
taken on by Dyfed-Powys 
Police with extra powers 
being granted to help them 
detain offenders. 

The force said the number 
of PCSO’s would rise from 
74 to 144 across the force 
area, with the officers being 
distributed equally among 
the region. 

The officers have also 
been given additional pow¬ 
ers to effectively deal with 
incidents they face. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said it 
has approved new powers 
for the officers to help them 
deal with a ‘small minority’ 
of people who cause the 
‘greatest harm’. 

Chief Superintendent 
Steve Hughson, head of ter¬ 
ritorial policing, said: “It is 
important that we focus our 
attention on this small 
group of people in every 
community, to reduce crime, 
tackle anti-social behaviour 
and provide reassurance to 
the wider law abiding popu¬ 
lation.” 

The most significant 
change is the power given to 
PCSOs to detain suspected 
offenders until the arrival of 
a police officer. 

PCSOs will be permitted 
to use reasonable force to 
prevent that person making 
off and to search them. New 
powers have also been given 
to tackle alcohol related 
offences, graffiti and crimi¬ 
nal damage offences. 


Dragonflies put on a show 
but the fish failed to bite

AS I’ve mentioned on numerous occasions 
the sport of angling is of particular interest to 
me, but probably not for the reasons you’re 
used to hearing. 

I don’t really treat fishing as a sport. To me it’s not about 
catching the biggest or heaviest or longest fish. It’s simply 
about seeing them. 

Without expensive wetsuits and high-tech, underwater 
photography equipment, the treasures of the underwater 
world are largely inaccessible to the eager yet modestly- 
financed naturalist! Since fish are so fascinating, it seems a 
shame to miss out on this bounty and that, for me, is where 
angling comes in. 

However, in order to see and study a particular species of 
fish you have to employ particular techniques and that in 
turn means you need to be good at your ‘sport’. 

I’m not particularly good at fishing. I think it’s for the very 
reason that I don’t mind what I catch, how many I catch or 
even where I am. Therefore (although it was my idea) I am 
probably not the person to solicit when one wants to make a 
film about fishing. 

However be that as it may, I recently accepted a challenge 
to film the landing of a pike and give a brief natural history 
of the species for the cameras. 

The location shall remain a secret but that doesn’t matter, 
for pike can be found almost anywhere, in any brook, river, 
large pond or lake in Shropshire. What will not remain a 
secret is the fact that I almost failed to catch anything all day! 
That was put right about 10 minutes before the end of filming 
with a modest fish, but my abiding memory of the day will not 
be of scales and fins, but of dragons. 

Dragons certainly have scales, but in reality the ‘dragons’ 
of Shropshire are scale-less and for my money, even more 


exciting than a mythical fairy-tale beast. Late summer is a 
wonderful time to see Hawker Dragonflies. These are the 
largest of the family and you don’t just see them, you hear 
them. As we searched high and low for pike by the water-side, 
the reeds buzzed and scraped with the acrobatics of The 
Emperor Hawker. 

Their papery wings crashed and collided with other pairs 
of wings in a mad scramble for food, territory and mates. One 
hapless female had three male dragonflies attached at vari¬ 
ous points to her as she flew. It was always a mystery to me 
how dragon and damsel flies mated. 

One very often (especially now) sees the male with the tip 
of his abdomen ‘embedded’ in the head of the female. Did the 


female have her reproductive organs in her neck (prothorax)? 
No, of course not. When we see dragonflies and damselflies 
flying in tandem, we are seeing the male using his claspers to 
hold onto the female’s pro thorax and keep her to himself. 

The actual mating is done in flight or on a reed stem and 
two damsels or dragons fighting, is likely to be one male chas¬ 
ing off the other whilst his female deposits their eggs in the 
reed bed beneath. Fascinating stuff and what’s more, it was 
going on all around us, all day long. Maybe we should have 
been filming dragonflies instead.

Moving the Walsham-How memorial in 1971. 


THIS was the sad aftermath of a 
fire which hit the upper dance 
floor of The Vic nightclub in 
Oswestry, in May 1995. 

Formerly called Victoria’s, the building 
on the corner of Roft Street and Victoria 
Road had once been a church and dated 
back to 1864. 

It was closed at the time and thankfully 
there were no casualties. 

Through the war years it attracted 


dance bands of the age. Times moved on 
to the days of nightclubbing and disco, 
and that’s when the trouble really 
started. 

The nightclub attracted revellers from 
a wide area, but also attracted complaints 
from residents in Roft Street fed up with 
noise and disturbance. 

In 2007 planning permission was given 
to convert the building into apartments. 


Our second picture this week takes us 
down the road to Whittington. 

The date is April 22, 1971, and work¬ 
men are busy re-erecting the memorial 
to Bishop Walsham-How, the former rec¬ 
tor of Whittington. 

Admired 

It was moved from its position next to 
the grounds of Whittington Castle to the 
village’s garden of remembrance. 

“The memorial is being moved to 
where it used to stand in the garden of 


remembrance because a road is to be 
made in the castle’s parking area,” a con¬ 
temporary newspaper report explained. 

Working on the memorial are, from 
left, Mr J. Richards, Mr H.G. Astbury, 
and Mr David Owen. 

William Walsham-How went to Whit¬ 
tington in 1851 after being curate at 
Abbey Church, Shrewsbury, and 
remained for 28 years during which he 
became the Rural Dean of Oswestry, a 
position he held for 25 years. 


But it is for his good works in the East 
End that he is particularly remembered 
and admired. 

In 1879, he left Shropshire to work in 
the slums of London’s East End as the 
Bishop Suffragan of Bedford. He was 
made Bishop at St Paul’s Cathedral on 
July 25,1879. In 1888 he became the first 
bishop of the newly-created diocese of 
Wakefield, Yorkshire. 

He died in 1897 aged 73 while on holi¬ 
day in Ireland.

On the open road both cars are impressive 
but if it’s pulling power your looking for it has 
to be the 1.6. 

The cee’d SW has been one of Kia’s leading 
models in the fleet market and is outselling the 
hatchback among business users. So with more 
daring styling and advanced technology fea¬ 
tures the replacement Sportswagon will have 
more appeal to the user-choosers out there. 

Six-speed 

The UK gets just the two diesel models to 
choose from, with the fleet market a key target, 
and the 1.6 gets a six-speed box and stop-start 
technology to help boost fuel saving and reduce 
emissions. 

The manual 1.6 with C02 emissions of just 
116g/km and combined fuel figures of 64.2mpg 
falls into the 17 per cent BIK band and will be a 
winner in the company car sector. 

Prices are competitive too, starting at £16,895 
and rising to a top of the range £24,795. 

There’s room inside for five to sit and the car 
is comfortable with lots of seat and steering 
adjustments and plenty of pocket space for the 
essentials.

Higher-specification models also have sliding 
aluminium luggage area rails and straps plus a 
high-level luggage barrier net to secure objects 
and prevent them from falling into the passenger 
compartment. 

Roof rails are standard on every model so that 
extra cargo can be carried outside the car. 

Driver and passenger comfort have been sub¬ 
stantially upgraded. Most models now have a 
Flex Steer function with three settings - Com¬ 
fort, Normal and Sport - so that the level of assis¬ 
tance can be increased when parking and 
decreased to make the car more stable at high¬ 
way speeds. 

An electronic parking brake, a heated steering 
wheel, automatic lights and wipers, larger vents 
to deliver more air to the rear footwells, dual¬ 
zone automatic air conditioning with soft and 
fast air-flow modes, 10-way adjustable driver’s 
memory seat and electric lumbar support are all 
new features for Kia’s mid-sized estate car.

So you may be forgiven in 
thinking that not much hap¬ 
pens in Shropshire. And on 
the face of it you may be 
right, but if you scratch 
beneath the surface you find 
some remarkable things 
happening. 

Remarkable 

One of those remarkable 
things is S&W Off Road 
based at Shipton in south 
Shropshire. An innocuous 
looking sign provides no 
clue to the nature of the 
work taking place and it is 
only when you enter the 
workshop yard are you sur¬ 
rounded by Land Rovers in 
various states of repair. 
However, these are no ordi¬ 
nary Land Rovers, but 
bespoke trials machines 
built by the proprietor Mike 
Slater. 

Mike will tell you that he 
works on anything from 
agricultural machinery to 
servicing ‘normal’ cars and 
indeed there is evidence of 
this but that’s not why I vis¬ 
ited. Machinery for fabricat¬

ing one-off specialist off¬ 
road machines is every¬ 
where and the day I was 
there an eager new owner 
was waiting, like an expec¬ 
tant father, to see his new 
born; a specialist off-road 
trials machine developed 
from an old Range Rover 
which had been destined for 
the crusher. 

If you’ve never seen off¬ 
road trials I would recom¬ 
mend you go along to a 
meeting. Shropshire even 
has its own club, the Shrop¬ 
shire Off Road Club so you 
don’t even have to travel far. 
The objective is for each 


vehicle to get round a pre¬ 
determined course and clear 
all the obstacles, usually put 
there by nature. 

It is great family enter¬ 
tainment and it is not 
unusual to find whole fami¬ 
lies getting involved. And 
for the children this is the 
one place where getting 
muddy holds no fear of 
being told off. 

Mom and Dad are usually 
covered in mud and are 
probably dirtier than their 
kids. The atmosphere is 
very friendly and welcoming 
and people will always chat 
to you about their machines. 


Back to the trials Land 
Rover; Mike takes the origi¬ 
nal car and discards most of 
it except the chassis, gear¬ 
box and axles. Then he fab¬ 
ricates a roll cage and gives 
the vehicle an outline to 
resemble a Land Rover. 

Determine 

Strict rules for the class 
of competition this vehicle 
will compete in determine 
what you can and can’t do, 
up to the unlimited class 
where anything goes. Alu¬ 
minium panels are finally 
riveted to the framework to 
complete the vehicle. 
Everything is designed to be

each bracket and tube is 
placed to provide both 
safety and strength. Watch¬ 
ing some of the abuse these 
vehicles receive and then 
keep going really does 
emphasise this. 

As Mike was making the 
final checks the owner John 
Grice was preparing his 
trailer to take the trials car 
for its maiden outing the 
annual Shropshire Off Road 
Club trial at Ratlinghope.

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TNS boss 
is calm in 
tough ran 
for team 

CARL DARLINGTON 
insists there is no cause for 
panic as the New Saints gear 
up for a crunch televised 
home Welsh Premier clash 
with Bangor City on Satur¬ 
day, kicking off at 3.45pm. 

The Saints have found 
themselves replaced at the 
summit by Saturday’s oppo¬ 
nents and also Prestatyn, 
after dropping points in 
their goalless draw at Car¬ 
marthen last Saturday.
